While photography, like death, has all seasons Jor its own,

For these and other reasons the formation of camera clubs 


is something that may well'be encouraged and engaged in by 
the'photographers of every community in which siich a body 
has not already been organized. As a rule, the membership of 
such clubs will be composed of amateurs, for the pleasure and 
benefit of whom they are designed, but enough professionals 
wil.l:usually be included to lend variety, and to be of valuable 
assistance to beginners and others who have not attained to 
the ranks of professionalism.
